A 19-year-old Romulus pizza 
delivery driver was robbed 
late last Wednesday night, 
shortly after making a delivery 
to a home in the Biddle and 
Ronald Street area. 

The driver, who resides in 
Belleville, told Romulus po- 
lice after making the pizza de- 
livery about 11:30 p.m., he was 
returning to his Merriman 
Road store, when a pedestrian 
waved him down and asked if 
he had any extra pizzas. 

The driver told police he 
said he did not. 

The outsider then warned 
the pizza employee “your back 
tire is going flat.” 

When the driver poked his 
head out of the window to sur- 
vey the tire, the pedestrian al- 
legedly “whacked” him on the 
back of the head with his fist. 

He then shoved a gun 
against the driver’s head and 
demanded “give me all your 
money,” according to police re- 
ports of the incident. 

The delivery man said he 
complied with the demand 
and the robber called out 
“thank you” and fled from the 
scene on foot. 

The suspect was described 
as being about 17-20 years of 
age, about 6- feet-tall and 
weighing about 180 pounds. 

Police were told he had 
shoulder-length blond hair 
and wore a Metallica T-shirt 
and dark shorts. 

The victim sustained a 
bruise and swelling on his 
right cheek, police reported.

Accidents claim 2 
lives in Romulus

A pair of Romulus auto acci- 
dents last Thursday led to twin 
tragedies, as a four-year-old 
Taylor girl and a visiting Japa- 
nese student were fatally in 
jured. 

The traffic deaths were the 
eighth and ninth this year in 
Romulus, police reported. 

The first mishap occurred 
shortly after 8:30 a.m. Thurs- 
day, when a 41- year-old Taylor 
grandmother lost control of 
her 1985 Ford Thunderbird as 
it was traveling south on Inks- 
ter Road (near Wick Road) and 
the vehicle struck a tree. 

Following the impact with 
the tree, the Thunderbird 
bounced back onto Inkster 
Road, where it was struck by a 
passing 1991 Ford Ranger. 

Police said sometime dur- 
ing the twin impacts, sleeping 
four-year-old Amanda-Ann 
Janice Fulton, daughter of 
Theresa Ann Fulton, was 
thrown out an open window of 
the car and landed in the road- 
way. 

The young girl’s body was 
picked up by her grandmother 
and rushed to an unidentified 
passer-by’s vehicle and the 
man rushed the victim and 
grandmother to Heritage Hos- 
pital in Taylor. 

After futile revival efforts, 
the young girl was declared 
dead, police said. 

Jennifer Gerbert, 19, of 
Wayne, the operator of the 
Ranger, also sustained facial 
injuries. 

Later that day, a young visit- 
ing Japanese woman was fa- 
tally hurt in a crash on 
Northline Road during a heavy 


rainstorm. 

Romulus Traffic Officer 
Jerry Yoscovits revealed that 
the victim, Kimie Mentani, 25, 
a native of Japan, was travel- 
ing west on Northline, when 
the 1987 Buick Century she 
was driving skidded on the wet 
roadway and went into a side- 
spin. 

Her vehicle was struck by a 
1985 Plymouth Voyager oper- 
ated by a 57- year-old Taylor 
male. 

The Japanese motorist was 
initially taken to Annapolis 
Hospital in Wayne and then 
helicoptered to University of 
Michigan Hospital in Ann Ar- 
bor. 

Mantani, who was residing 
with the Daniel and Carole 
Bales family of Romulus, was 
placed on a life support sys- 
tem. 

The victim, a close friend of 
Brian Bales, was removed 
from the life support systems 
Sunday and died a short time 
later. 

A funeral service was held 
Monday at the Community 
United Methodist Church un- 
der the direction of Rev. Dr. 
J.D.Landis. Her body was cre- 
mated and the ashes are being 
taken back to Japan. 

Several eulogies were of- 
fered including one by Dan 
Bales, a former Romulus 
School Board member, and fa- 
ther of Brian Bales. 

Bales comments were trans- 
lated into Japanese for the vic- 
tim’s parents and friends. 

Yoscovits said witnesses are 
being sought for both acci- 
dents. 

Investigations are continu- 
ing for both accidents, 
Yoscovits said. 


Veteran councilman keeping his eye on crime rates in city

This is the third in a series of 
six articles on local council in- 
cumbents seeking re-election this 
fall 

Veteran Romulus Council- 
man Jimmie Raspberry is 
proud of his career in city gov- 
ernment which deates back to 
when he was selected chair- 
man pro tern shortly after the 
city of Romulus was created in 
1970. 

Raspberry proudly claims 
he has lived in Romulus for 
over a half century coming 
from Detroit, following pe- 
riods in Gary, Ind. and his 
home city of Birmingham, Ala. 

But the 50 years he has 
spent in Romulus, have been 
his most productive. 

Raspberry said he began by 
being elected constable in 
1955 and with that he was ap- 
pointed to the Romulus Towns- 
hip Police Department (1955- 
61). And, it is that part of his 
career that most interests him 
in his 1993 campaign. 

Raspberry plans to make 
police records. Chief Fred 
Dansby’s priorities and the de- 
partment’s relationship with 
the community as some of the 
key focuses of his campaign. 

While much of that cam- 
paign emphasis is yet to be de- 
veloped, Raspberry said he 
will zero in on the fact that 
about one-third of the entire 
city budget is spent on the po- 
lice department. He wants 


those funds linked more to 
community projects, Raspbe- 
rry said. 

“In 1961 1 first ran for towns- 
hip trustee,” Raspberry said, 
“and served from 1965-69. I 
served three terms in total.” 

Then when the city of Ro- 
mulus was created, Raspberry 
said he was not only elected 
councilman, but was named to 
the post of chairman pro tern. 

“I lost my re-election bid in 
1973,” Raspberry admits, as he 
ran more as an independent, 
in a field of candidates run- 
ning on slates assigned to two 
of the mayoral candidates. 

He continued in that posi- 
tion until 1985, when his wife. 
Cleo, was diagnosed with can- 
cer. Because of his family 
health problems, Raspberry 
chose not to seek re-election. 

His wife of 45 years died in 
1986, and Raspberry then de- 
cided to seek a return to the 
political wars. 

Raspberry once again was 
returned to his council seat. 

The veteran councilman 
said housing and road im- 
provements are two of the 
most critical areas needed to 
be addressed by the commu- 
nity. 

“We need housing for all 
levels - including young fami- 
lies and downsizing senior citi- 
zens - as well as middle-aged 
Americans, who feel trapped 
in the system,” Raspberry said. 

“I feel bad we offered voters 
a quality plan two years ago 
that would have cost them pea- 


nuts to upgrade our road sys- 
tem and they rejected it,” 
Raspberry said. 

“But we need to remind 
them that such positive actions 
will greatly enhance the value 
of their properties,” Raspbe- 
rry said, despite impacting 
their tax costs slightly on a 
short count. 

In the long run, such im- 
provements will add to the 
value of their homes, inspire 
industrial and housing devel- 
opers to invest in Romulus and 
will ultimately lead to a tax 
savings for the homeowners, 
he said. 

Raspberry said he looks for- 
ward to the day when a re- 
gional grocery chain will open 
a store here or when another 
senior citizen complex is built 
within the city. 

He also is hoping that the 
heavy investment of the city in 
the long- touted Metro World 
project will bear fruit and that 
various recreational needs 
will be addressed. 

The city is seeking to add 
another golf course and we are 
also extremely hopeful that 
skating, swimming, tennis and 
other gym style facilities can 
be added here. Raspberry 
said. 

Raspberry’ also feels his fel- 
low council members made a 
“wise decision,’* in keeping the 
Salvation Army Adult Reha- 
bilitation Center facilities 
here, but must continue to re- 
mind Salvation Army leaders 
that we do not want convicted 


felons being treated here. 

Lt. Col. Marcus Stilwell, Sal 
vation Army Central Division 
commander, has promised that 
the existing program with the 
state of Michigan will be dis- 
continued with the opening of 
the new facility' next year. 

While admitting that the 
city of Romulus, like many 


other Michigan cities, is cur- 
rently in a financial crisis. 
Raspberry’ said he will leave it 
up to Romulus voters as to 
whether casino gambling 
should be added to the com- 
munity’. 

Raspberry said he has 
worked hard in the past with 
state and national representa 


tives to add senior citizen com- 
plexes to the community as 
well as a local post office. 

While he remains very sup- 
portive of many of the projects 
pressed by the administration 
of Mayor Beverly McAnally, 
Raspberry said he remains 
concerned about rising water 

and tax rates.

Raspberry said he feels that 
he has been an instrumental 
part of the past history of Ro- 
mulus. 

He wants to be an equally 
strong part of its future. 
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Benefits planned for stricken student

He’s fighting for his life, but 
in order to prepare for the bat 
tie, the 20-year-old man needs 
the proper weapons of encour- 
agement, financial assistance 
and hope. 

Ken Otto, son of former 
Westland resident Diane Otto 
and nephew of Westland resi- 
dent Paul Giordano, is an elec- 
trical engineering student at 
Michigan State University. An 
ambitious and outgoing indi- 
vidual, Otto found out in 
March he has leukemia, 
chronic myelogenous. 

The young man is being 
treated on an out patient basis 
at Beaumont Hospital, accord- 
ing to his mother. 

“Once a month he has to be 
seen by a doctor,’’ Diane Otto 
said. “He is taking an oral form 
of chemotherapy. It’s keeping 
his white blood count down.” 

With the assistance of oral 
chemotherapy, Otto feels 
somewhat healthy now, ac- 
cording to his mother, how- 
ever, doctors have informed 
the family that a bone marrow 
transplant is definitely 
needed. 

Without the transplant, Otto 
only has 18 months to two 
years to live, according to his 
mother. 

“This type of leukemia will 
not go into remission,” Otto 
said. “What we are looking for 
now is a bone marrow match 
for Ken. There is one individ- 
ual in Austria who may be able 
to help us, but we’re still wait- 
ing to hear about the blood 
work.” 

None of the family members 
matched Otto’s bone marrow 
which has left them with a 
world-wide search that is 
costly. 

The family is asking resi- 
dents in the western Wayne 
County area for financial assis- 


tance by supporting various 
fund-raisers now being orga- 
nized. 

The family’s health insur- 
ance covers the cost of the 
transplant itself for Otto and 
the donor, however, it doesn’t 
cover the cost of the search for 
a compatible donor which is 
approximately $100,000, ac- 
cording to Otto’s uncle. 

“Ken is a terrific individ- 
ual,” Giordano said. ‘The fain 
ily has a number of friends 
organizing the fund raisers. 
All we need now is community 
support.” 

Otto’s mother said her son 
has a very positive attitude. 

“He said he is not going to 
worry about anything until 
there is something to worry 
about,” Otto said. 

During the week of Sept. 26, 
residents are asked to Plant A 
Bulb for Ken. Tulips, daffodils 
and hyacinth bulbs will be on 
sale for $1. Anyone interested 
in purchasing a bulb to sup

Obscene call rate to be cut

Obscene phone calls and 
other unwanted messages 
should soon be greatly demi- 
nished in Romulus and parts 
of Wayne as Caller ID and two 
other advanced custom calling 
options are now being offered 
to 25,000 customers here. 

Caller ID service delivers 
the telephone number of an in- 
coming call to a display screen 
that users purchase sep- 
arately. “Caller ID with Name” 
also delivers the name associ 
ated with an incoming call, 
Charlene Mitchell, Michigan 
Bell public relations director, 
revealed. 

“If you are waiting for a call 
from your spouse, boss or fam- 
ily doctor, you can know imme- 
diately who is calling.” 
Mitchell said. 

Caller ID service has dras- 
tically reduced obscene, ha- 
rassing and prank phone calls. 


The recorded numbers will 
only be from those calls origi- 
nated within the 313 area code. 

‘‘Requests to trace the 
source of unwanted calls have 
dropped by one- fourth since 
we introduced Caller ID to the 
Detroit Metropolitan area,” 
she said. 

Michigan Bell in the past 
has received more than 150,000 
customer complaints about un- 
wanted calls annually, Mit- 
chell said. 

The new phone services are 
now available to customers in 
Romulus for those phone nu- 
mbers that begin with 941, 942 
and 955; and in Wayne for nu- 
mbers starting with 397, 495 
and 981. 

Automatic callback and re- 
peat dialing services also are 
now available to Romulus and 
some Wayne-area residents for 
the first time, Mitchell said. 

Automatic callback allows 
customers to return a missed 
phone call, even if they don’t 


know the number. 

Repeat dialing dials a busy 
number for up to 30 minutes, 
freeing the caller to do other 
chores or even make other 
calls until that number is 
available. 

Caller ID with Name is a 
tremendous help for persons 
with latchkey children, elderly 
parents or those who do not re- 
member phone numbers eas- 
ily, Mitchell explained. That 
service alone is now available 
to Wayne residents with the 
following numbers 326, 595, 
721, 722, 728, 729 and 467. 

Caller ID is available for 
$6.50 a month. An extra two 
dollars is charged for the 
name service. Automatic call- 
back and repeat dialing is of- 
fered, at $4 each. There also is 
a $7.50 start up charge for the 
three services. That charge is 
waived for Romulus and 
Wayne residents for about two 
months in honor of the start-up 
period. 


High school reopening delayed

“The earliest the security 
checks could have been made 
was tomorrow,” Bedell said, 
“and rather than evacuate stu- 
dents if some glitch was dis- 
covered at that time, we 
decided to postpone opening 
the school until Monday.” 

All other Romulus schools 
will open on time today and 
tomorrow, Bedell said.

Library remodeling 
bids are awaited

Bids for an extensive munic- 
ipal facilities remodeling and 
moving project are slated to be 
opened at 2 p.m. Sept. 14. 

The first bid will be for the 
Romulus Public Library and 
Romulus City Hall moving and 
the remodeling of the Mt. 
Pleasant School gymnasium to 
temporarily house the city li- 
brary operations during the 
renovations. 

City Treasurer James 
Napiorkowski, one of the coor- 
dinators of the project, said a 
second set of bid openings also 
is slated for Sept. 21. Those 
bids will cover the asbestos 
abatement effort at both city- 
owned buildings. 

The extensive abatement 
and remodeling project is ex- 
pected to cost up to $3.5 mil- 
lion, Napiorkowski said. 

“We have already held our 
pre-conferences for the bids 
on the Mount Pleasant gym re- 
modeling and the moving to 
and from the library and city 
hall,” Napiorkowski revealed. 

The asbestos abatement 


pre-conferences will be set up 
soon with potential contrac- 
tors, he said, and it is hoped 
that the library books and ma- 
terials that will be used by the 
public library will be avail- 
able early in October at Mount 
Pleasant school. 

It is expected that the entire 
project involving the library 
and city hall will take about 11 
months or more. 

The initial library project 
(asbestos abatement and re- 
modeling) will take place first 
and then the Romulus City 
Hall offices will be transferred 
to the library for the duration 
of the city hall remodeling ef- 
fort. 

Then Napiorkowski said, 
the city hall offices will be 
moved back and the final work 
on the library will be com- 
pleted. 

Then the library will be re- 
turned to its current site and 
the extra reading materials 
that will be stored elsewhere 
and be unavailable for library’ 
member use during the transi- 
tion will be returned to the 
general membership. 


Salvation Army 
changes donor sites

Constant thefts of valuable 
donations and the dumping of 
garbage into Salvation Army 
collection boxes has forced the 
cancellation of the receptacle 
use in the Metro Detroit and 
western Wayne areas. 

The large metal collection 
boxes have been used for 
years by the Salvation Army to 
allow local residents to donate 
clothing and other saleable 
items to the Christian organi- 
zation thrift stores. 

Capt. Roger Senn of the Ro- 
mulus based Men’s Rehabilita- 
tion Center said donations still 
can be made at the Salvation 
Army Wayne and Belleville 
Thrift Stores by bringing the 
donations in the rear doors. 

Similar donations can be 
dropped off inside the front 
door of the Romulus Thrift 
Store. 

Funds collected from sales 
at the thrift stores are used as 
the main financial support for 
the Salvation Army adult reha- 
bilitation centers. 

Lt. Col. Marcus Stilw r ell, 
commander of the Salvation 
Army central territory reha- 
bilitation programs, said 450 of 
the drop boxes have been or 


will be removed from sites 
throughout Michigan and 
other midwestern states. 

Thefts of donated items 
such as televisions and other 
electronic items are becoming 
more common, Senn said, an 
the dumping of items such as 
dead animals, used motor oil 
and old tires are making haul- 
ing fees extremely expensive 
for the Salvation Army. 

Senn claims nearly $80,000 
was spent last year by the Ro- 
mulus based Salvation Army 
to haul away unsaleable gar- 
bage from the drop boxes. 
Stilwell claims the cost for the 
central states has skyrocketed 
to more than $1.4 millioh. 

In western Wayne County, 
residents washing to make do- 
nations of clothing, furniture 
etc to the Salvation Army can 
also call 941-5100 for donation 
pickups at their homes. 

“We are running a little be- 
hind on our home and busi- 
ness pickups because of the 
major work the Salvation 
Army has been involved with 
‘Operation Noah’,” Senn said, 
“but we will set pick-up dates 
with donation callers.” 

“Operation Noah” is the 
code name of the Salvation 
Army project helping victims 
of the Mississippi River flood.

Every year, about this time, we have the same conversa- 
tion in the news room. This exchange of dialogue is accom- 
panied by shaking heads and a tone of bewilderment and 
wonder. And the conversation always ends with exactly 
the same remark: “Well, more power to them.” 

The objects of the discussion are political candidates. 
You know, those people who have been paying for all that 
literature which has been mailed to your home or placed 
on your door or porch. Those same individuals who have 
probably come knocking on your door to convince you that 
you ought to vote for them and that they will do a terrific 
job of running your city. Yep, those are the ones. 

What we can’t figure out is why they do it. Why, partic- 
ularly in this climate, do these people continually put 
themselves on the line and seek public office. Who would, 
willingly, and for such little reward, subject themself to 
the slings and arrows and extreme emotional and physical 
effort necessary to campaign for voters’ favor? 

These people have each, without a doubt, suffered in- 
sults, innuendo, rumor and public criticism. They have 
been defiled, gossiped about and their every action, inno- 
cent or less-than-appropriate, dissected and criticized. In 
some cases they have been accused of every type of mis- 
conduct short of cannibalism-and that has been hinted at. 

If one candidate’s signs are vandalized, surely, it must 
be one of those other guys. And when their signs are miss- 
ing or ill used, the first one is blamed-unconditionally. 

Emotions run high. These people want to win and these 
elections become the most important, driving force in 
their lives. Jobs are pushed into second place and families 
are used mercilessly as campaign workers. Tempers flare 
and any tendency toward paranoia or other signs of nor- 
mal mental fatigue are exacerbated. 

These people are exhausted, psychologically brutalized 
and broke. And they do it, many of them, over and over and 
over. 

Why, we keep asking. As reasonably intelligent, men- 
tally competent professional observers, we always express 
our wonder. 

But we really do know-we just need this little exercise 
in cynicism as a reminder. They do it because, in this 
country, in this state, in this area, public office still means 
something. Being the mayor, a council member, a school 
board trustee or a township official still carries with it an 
aura of importance, influence and prestige that is desir- 
able and enviable. These people want the power and influ- 
ence which comes with public office. And more. They want 
to make a difference. They want to change things and 
make conditions better. They really do. 

But more importantly is the price they are willing to 
pay. The long hours, the hard work and the innumerable 
problems. The responsibility, the inestimable, long, late 
hours and the inordinate amount of emotional and mental 
energy expended in public service is acceptable to these 
people. They are willing to pay the price for the satisfac- 
tion of public service. 

Yes, we know there are those who serve for their own 
selfish motives and who have a private agenda. Sur- 
prisingly enough, however, those candidates rarely fool 
voters and are seldom elected. When they are, they are 
usually one-term wonders because, to quote one of our 
favorite politicians of all time, “You can’t fool all the peo- 
ple all the time.” 

And these candidates, whether they may win or lose 
next week, have all demonstrated the willingness to offer 
themselves for public service and have made an effort to 
do something to improve their communities and the lives 
of others. 

They each deserve our gratitude and our admiration for 
making the effort, no matter what the outcome. We’re are, 
once again, incredibly impressed with the number and the 
caliber of candidates seeking office. They each have our 
vote of appreciation and our admiration for their efforts 
and their willingness to subject themselves to not only the 
rigors of public service but to the torture of a political 
campaign. And the winners of the upcoming primary elec- 
tions will now face the rigors of another campaign-these 
were only the preliminaries to the real battle for voters’ 
favor.

Over the last several 
months, the House State Af- 
fairs Committee, of which I am 
the Democratic chair, has con- 
ducted a number of meetings 
on the effectiveness of the 
state’s new Bonus Lotto game. 
Based on the testimony of- 
fered, information submitted 
to the committee, and literally 
hundreds of calls and letters 
from concerned citizens, I 
made the public recommenda- 
tion that the game be scrapped 
because it is not generating 
the revenue to make it an effi- 
cient operation for the state, 
and because the increasing 
disapproval rate among the 
public which plays lottery 
games. 

The citizenry of our state 
are to be thanked for their 
overwhelming participation in 
this process. That is what a 
representative government is 
all about. The people make 
their wishes known; their elec- 
ted officials respond. Too often 
people think they do not make 
a difference, or that no one is 
listening to them. 

It appears that our concerns 
have been heard and that the 
game may be canceled, as well 
it should. According to an arti- 
cle in The Macomb Daily, Lot- 
tery Commissioner Jerry 
Crandall said, “It’s not doing 
as well as I would like it to do.” 
As well, he stated that “Lot- 
teries aren’t an exact science. 
If something doesn’t work, you 
change it or get rid of it.” 

I am happy to see that the 
process does work and that in 
this case, the appropriate ac- 
tion will be taken. Again, I am 
convinced that we would not 
have seen this step towards 
eliminating the Bonus Lotto 
game if the people most af- 
fected by it had not taken the 
time to voice their concerns. 

I hope this success will pro- 
vide encouragement for public 
participation on other issues 
of importance. What comes to 
mind immediately is the cur 
rent debate over what is meant 
by a quality education which 
must be provided in our public 
schools. A special Democratic

Stock market 
called casino 

To the editor: 

If you have been following 
the stock market lately you 
know that its been setting re- 
cord highs on the Dow Jones 
Industrials and other averages 
nearly every day. The stock 
market seems to be the only 
thing that’s consistently going 
up in this sluggish and down 
sizing economy. What’s going 
on here? 

Why is the stock market set- 
ting all time records in a gen- 
erally down economy? 
Conventional opinion says that 
it is because this is a liquidity 
driven market - money liter- 
ally has nowhere else to go. I 
would argue that investing in 
the stock market has become a 
form of disinvestment in the 
U.S. economy as a while. Let 
me explain. 

What we have is a whole lot 
of institutions, pension funds, 
mutual funds, and individuals, 
some rich and some not so 
rich, who are looking for some 
place “new” to park their cash 
- someplace with “yield poten- 
tial.” 

Why someplace new? With 
interest rates on bank certifi- 
cates of deposit at all time re- 
cord lows, and with real estate 
and other “hard” assets in a 
slump, a lot of money that used 
to be in these kinds of invest- 
ments is out looking for 
“yield.” This money has in ef- 
fect become “homeless.” Many 
people have concluded that 
the stock market is the only 
“logical” place to put their 
newly “homeless” cash. 

What’s wrong with that? 
Simply this the stock market 
is nothing more than legalized 
gambling. The stock market 
does not produce anything. It’s 
pure speculation in pieces of 
paper that may or may not rep 
resent the fair market value of 
the underlying company. It is a 
big casino where prices are of- 
ten based on the “bigger fool” 
theory - which is the assump 
tion that you can always find 
someone foolish enough to pay 
more for a stock than you paid. 
There is no limit on how high a 
stock price can be driven by 
“foolish” speculators. As the 
gullible public piles into the 
market with their newly home 


less dollars, the brokers and 
speculators are having a field 
day. 

I believe the stock market 
has temporarily become a 
“contrary indicator” of the 
health of the underlying econ- 
omy. In other words, the higher 
the market goes the worse the 
underlying economy is for you 
and me. To my knowledge this 
has never happened before in 
modern times. 

Our economy’s general com- 
petitiveness with other global 
economies has made investing 
in the U.S. unattractive. Con- 
sider this, if you suddenly had 
$100,000 to aggressively invest; 
where would you put it in this 
economy? A 2 percent bank 
certificate of deposit? No way. 
Buy a farm or one of those per- 
sistently vacant commercial 
strip malls? A sure loser. Open 
a small retail store? And go 
into competition with Wal- 
Mart, Kmart, and Office Max - 
Not good. How about starting a 
small manufacturing opera- 
tion - and battle the unions, the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency, and hordes of govern- 
ment bureaucrats whose goal 
it is to make your life miser- 
able or shut you down com- 
pletely? 

In short “smart” money 
thinks it has nowhere else to 
go but the stock market. Our 
uncompetitive, high tax, low 
saving, economy is not a place 
we want to be actively in- 
volved in - so we disinvest by- 
buying stocks. Stocks provide a 
different “game”. The stock 
market is driven by a totally 
different dynamic. Its a her- 
metically sealed game with its 
own rules and theories for 
winning. The stock market has 
a life of its own - sort of like a 
crap table in Las Vegas. Occa- 
sionally the “real” economy 
will horn in to spoil the fun, 
but that only lasts a day or two 
- then its back to business as 
usual. 

So beware of this stock mar 
ket. Remember that stock mar- 
ket crashes are not announced 
a day in advance. This market 
has been ignoring the underly- 
ing economy for to long. A real 
ity check is long overdue. 
There will be plenty of invest- 
ment opportunities if and 
when a real recovery in the 
economy begins. For now this 
stock market is about as phony 
as the so-called recovery 
Washington keeps telling us 
we are in.

Lynn Hazard and Paula De-

The women agreed he was a 
disarming man and easy to talk 
to. He was easy going and had 
an quick smile. He made them 
both very comfortable during 
the conversation, they agreed. 
It was only afterward they be- 
gan to wonder if he really had 
been reading their minds. 

Fraser is a psychic and the 
women met him at the home of 
a mutual friend in January for 
a reading. Hazard was curious 
about the impending sale of 
her home and was amazed 
when Fraser told her the date 
it would sell and that the 
buyers would leave behind 
something with a house on it. 

The home sold according to 
the predicted schedule and 
the real estate company which 
represented the new owners 
feature a house as the insignia 
on the business card, which 
was left behind at when the 
new owners completed the 
transaction.

He 
is looking for a publisher for 
his recently completed manu- 
script and has another half fin- 
ished. 

Fraser’s psychic talents 
were latent until he took up a 
deck of Tarot cards at a party 
many years ago and began 
shuffling them. He didn’t know 
what they were, he recalled, 
and just began memorizing 
what the interpretation of cer- 
tain combinations was. Later, 
he realized that he also knew 
things that weren’t on the 
cards, he said, and friends told 
him to put the cards aside and 
let his ability guide him. 

Fraser admits he was reluc- 
tant at first to go it alone, but 
when he did put the cards 
aside, he said, he was forced to 
realize what he was able to do. 

“When I was married, I gave 
up all my psychic things and 
all of my spiritual things en- 
tirely,” Fraser said. “The last 
reading I did in a church was a 
year ago in November. Giving 
up on spiritual activity hap- 
pened so gradually over the 
course of 10 or 11 years, Fraser 
said, he didn’t miss it. When he 
began again, however, his com- 
mitment was strong. 

“Now, I’d give up every- 
thing, except my kids, before 
I’d give this up again, because 
it’s become that important,” he 
said. 

Fraser was fonnerly associ- 
ated with the Alhambra Insti 
tute in Dearborn. He is now 
specializing in home parties 
where he reads for any nu- 
mber of guests at a time. This 
year he also attended psychic 
fairs in Michigan and Ohio. 

Being a psychic is not easy, 
Fraser confessed. Trying to de- 
velop a language with spiritual 
guides who provide him with 
information through symbols 
proves the most difficult, as 
the symbols are sometimes 
ambivalent and can mean a 
multitude of different things.

Unheralded Romulus trips up title-favorite Taylor Truman

Overlooked by most high 
school prognosticators, un- 
heralded Romulus served no- 
tice via a 25-0 victory over 
Taylor Truman Friday night 
that the Eagles will be a power 
to contend with on the gridiron 
this season.

Romulus got on the score- 
board midway in the first quar- 


ter with the help of a fumble 
recovered by Todd Hardrick 
who pounced on the loose Tru 
man ball at the Taylor 44-yard 
line. Four plays later, tailback 
Phillip Franklin scooted 33- 
yards into the TT end zone for 
the season’s first score. 


Paul Onley’s kick for the ex- 
tra point made it a 7-0 Ro- 
mulus lead. 

In the same quarter, the Ea- 
gles got on the board again 
thanks to another Taylor turn- 
over. A bad snap from center 
wound up as a Romulus pos- 
session at the Taylor 26 and 
two plays and a handoff from 
Evans to fullback James Er- 
quhart made it a 13T) game. Er- 
quhart went in from the six- 
yard line. 

Erquhart came back in the 
second quarter with a stun 
ning 68-yard touchdown pulled 
off on the surprised Truman

Scores of area journalists, 
elected municipal leaders and 
interested public safety offi 
cials gathered in the moon 
light at Detroit Metro Airport 
last Tuesday to witness the 
first night time mock disaster 
training session in the airport 
history. 

Airport security teams set 
up a mock plane crash to occur 
at 10 p.m. with an accompany- 
ing fire that flashed hundreds 
of feet in the air symbolizing 
the lost fuel that occurs in such 
crashes. 

At the same time scores of 
“victims” were seen sprawled 
on a nearby concrete runway 
with light green nightlites 
highlighting their bodies. The 
session was code-named Oper 
ation MADRE (Metro Airport 
Disaster Response Exercise). 

Within minutes of the 
“crash” and explosion, airport 
fire equipment rolled to the 
blaze and extinguished the 
massive flames. 

That ground action was fol- 
lowed quickly by a helicopter 
circling overhead with a huge 
spotlight flashing on the vic- 
tims and the adjoining area. 

Media representatives and 
other on lookers were allowed 
to witness the training session 
that “up-front”, as scores of 


area fire departments, hospi- 
tals and other emergency and 
medical teams tested out their 
equipment and training pro 
cedures in the near darkness. 

“The sudden change in the 
weather caused some minor 
problems,” Romulus Fire 
Chief Greenslait explained, 
“as we purchased gallons and 
gallons of Gatorade to protect 
people from expected dehy- 
dration problems. 

But when the temperatures 
dropped about 15 degrees only 
hours before the scheduled 
event, some of those volunteer 
victims sprawled on the 
ground for more than an hour 
became severely chilled, 
Greenslait said. 

“We began to get some com- 
plaints, (like) ‘where’s the cof- 
fee?”’ Greenslait admitted. 
“But I had to quickly tell them, 
when we purchased the Gato 
rade we were in 93 plus tern 
peratures.” 

The drama was realistically 
performed by the “victims,” as 
they awaited medical assis- 
tance from airport fire offi- 
cials dressed in their silvery 
fire resistant uniforms and 
various Emergency Medical 
Technicians from local fire de- 
partments. 

As the first victims were be- 
ing carried to awaiting ambu- 
lances and other medical 
vehicles, the remaining voiced

realistic groans and cries of 
“Isn’t anyone going to help 
me?” 

After the majority of victims 
were cared for, an “official 
press conference” was set up 
at the Wayne County Sheriffs 
office at the airport. 

Romulus Emergency Man- 
agement leader Margaret 
LeDuc revealed that fire de 
partment volunteers from Fire 
Station 2 and 4 responded to 
the drill, as well as two city 
mobile command posts. 

A detailed report will be 
prepared this week. Greenslait 
said. “One of the biggest prob- 
lems observed Tuesday night 


was communications,” he con 
tinued, “since we are on differ 
ent frequencies.” 

The training session was 
broken into two phases. The 
nighttime phase depicting the 
actual “crash.” fire fighting 
and victim assistance efforts, 
which was open to the press, 
was the first. 

Phase two was called the 
“cold response” during which 
underwater search and recov- 
ery teams entered the gravel 
pit on Wick Road, east of 
Wayne Road, about 9 a.m. 
Wednesday reportedly looking 
for bodies and plane debris.

Voters in Belleville, Wayne and 
Westland will have a chance to 
voice their opinion 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
Sept. 14 on various community is- 
sues and election races at the polls. 

In Van Buren-A public safety mill- 
age is being presented to the voters. 
The ballot proposal asks for 3 mills 
in 1993, 4 mills in 1994 and 5 mills 
for 1995 through 2012 to fund the 
police and fire departments. 

Revenue generated from the 
millage would provide $1.1 million 
in the first year, $1.5 million in the 
second year, and $2.05 million annu- 
ally in the remaining 18 years of the 
millage. 

If adopted, the current 2 mill 
levy, which expires this year, will be 
dropped. 

A home with a state equalized 
value of $30,000 would cost its 
owner S80 per year or 25 cents per 
day for the first year of the new mill- 
age, if the Sept. 14 request is ap- 
proved. The homeowner would pay 
$120 per year or 33 cents per day in 
the second year and $150 annually 
or 41 cents per day for the remain- 
der of the millage term. 

In Wayne-Nine candidates are in 
the race for four Wayne council 
seats Sept 14. 

Wayne voters will select the final 
council candidates from a field of 
hopefuls which includes seasoned 
politicians, business owners and 
concerned citizens. 

Residents will also vote on two 
charter amendment proposals. Both 
will update the city employee re- 
tirement system benefits for non- 
union employees and their surviv- 
ing spouses. 

Police Command, firefighters 
and Department of Public Works 
(DPW) workers have already negoti- 
ated these benefits in their latest 
contracts, according to Wayne Po- 
lice Chief John Colligan. 

Council terms are expiring for 
Mayor Pro Tern Ed Phillips, and 
councilmen Pat Norton, Tom Kelly 
and A1 Damitio. 

The candidates in the race in- 
clude: Darnell Cotham, Damitio, A. 
Haidous, Kelly, Jim Netter, Phillips, 
Shirley Powser, Chris Sanders and 
Robert Smith. 

In Westland The primary election 
will determine which two of the six 
candidates seeking the office of 
mayor will be on the ballot in No- 
vember. 

Candidates in the race include: 
Robert J. Thomas (current mayor), 
Kenneth Mehl, Douglas Noel, 
Charles Pickering, Kenneth Raupp 
and Louis Telerico. 

Arraignment set

Thomas R. Grandowicz, 45, is 
charged with three counts of first- 
degree criminal sexual conduct in 
incidents which involved a female 
juvenile, according to Wayne police 
Lt. Mel Drews. 

4 ‘The three counts represent 
three separate occasions the indi- 
vidual is being charged with,” 
Drews said. 

If the defendant is found guilty of 
the three counts of first-degree 
criminal sexual conduct, he could 
receive up to life in prison. 


“An unidentified body was found Saturday in a wooded area on Belle 
Isle,” Drews said. “We took a missing report in Wayne. 

“A family member notified us, and we were able to identify the man as a 
Wayne resident.”

Hearing for 
murder case 
postponed

Acting upon a motion by the defense 
attorneys, Judge Richard Hammer on 
Wednesday adjourned the hearing of two 
men accused of felony murder in the 
shooting death of a 22-year-old Westland 
man. 

Hammer agreed to give the defense at- 
torneys more time to discuss the case with 
their clients - Charles Henderson Jr., 24, of 
Harding Street in Detroit, and Lorenzo El- 
dred Rhea, 23, of Inkster, who are charged 
with first-degree murder, armed robbery 
and felony firearm. 

Hammer ordered the defendants held, 
without bond, until 9 a.m. Sept. 22 when 
they will be returned to the 22nd District 
courtroom to answer to the charges. 

Henderson and Rhea are accused of the 
July 27 execution style slaying of David 
Vrobbel Jr. of Westland. 

WrobbePs body was discovered in the 
LeMoyne Gardens, a public housing com- 
plex located in the southwest corner of 
Inkster on Pine Street. According to police 
reports, Wrobbel was killed with a single 
bullet to the rear of his head. 

WrobbePs family was in the courtroom 
on Wednesday and members expressed 
disappointment that the hearing was not 
conducted. 

“It’s frustrating and depressing to wait 
all of this time and have them adjourn it to 
another day,” said Dave Wrobbel Sr., the 
victim’s father. “Those guys didn’t show 
any remorse or anything. 

“They appeared to be blowing kisses to 
their girlfriends.” 

Inkster Detective John McGruder said 
the two suspects were arrested on tips and 
information provided by citizens. 

McGruder went on to say that robbery 
was the apparent motive for the killing. 

“The victim apparently didn’t have any- 
thing on him at the time he was killed.” 


Wayne-Westland district begins 6-mill campaign

Wayne-Westland board of education members 
have begun their campaign to gain voters’ ap 
proval of an Oct. 18 millage request of 6 mills. 

Led by Board President Francis Winter, Vice- 
President Mathew McCusker and Treasurer Patri 
cia Brown, the board has begun efforts to publi- 
cize the millage request throughout the 
community. 

“We will focus on attracting parents who have 
kids in school. Many parents don’t vote. We want to 
register anyone who’s not registered.” Winter said. 

However, Winter said board members are 
aware of the opposition they face. 

“We know the anti-tax element is present. We 
know it’s an uphill battle. We have faith and confi 
dence in the parents of our district in that they 
want full classes restored for our kids,” Winter 
said. 

Superintendent of Wayne Westland Schools Dr. 
Larry Thomas said if the millage is approved, al 
most all educational programs can be reinstated. 

“We’re identifying and prioritizing them and 
will advertise these programs during the cam 
paign,” Thomas said. 

Thomas said the programs to be reinstated may 
be announced as soon as Sept. 13. 

“We meet with the previous board and are 
using their knowledge and expertise,” Winter 
said. 


School board members and volunteers did a 
random telephone survey of some 189 district resi- 
dents asking them various questions about their 
feeling towards the district and a millage request. 

Survey results showed some 34 percent grading 
the performance of the district as average with a 
“C.” Forty percent of the sample group rated the 
ability of the district to manage money as poor. 

However, some 58 percent said they would be in 
favor of another millage election. The majority, 
some 24 percent, said they would favor a rate of 6 
mills. 

Sixty-six percent of those interviewed made 
suggestions to the district. Parents suggested pro 
viding more information about the issues and how 
money is spent currently and for trustees to be 
honest. Non parents suggested the board manage 
district money better and eliminate waste. 

Thomas said he felt people would respond bet 
ter to a millage campaign this time because now 
they feel the effects of the loss of student pro 
grams. 

“It will help people understand we are in a 
financial crisis,” Thomas said. 

However, Thomas said there may be some con 
fusion due to the change in school funding under 
Senate Bill 1, which becomes effective the fall of 
1994 

“Our job is to get out to explain it to people. We 
need money today to educate kids this year.’ 
Thomas said. 

Winter said the millage increase, if approved. 


would not dramatically effect most homeowners. 

“This millage will cost less than five tanks of 
gas in most homes,” Winter said. 

The board has appointed community members 
Mary Chames and Ted Scott as co-chairperson of 
the Citizens Millage Campaign. 

Chames, who has co-ehaired millage campaigns 
in the past, had four children go through the 
Wayne Westland School system. Chames said she 
became involved in the millage campaign be- 
cause, “children are important to the community, 
and if we don’t have good schools, we don’t have a 
good community.” 

Scott is employed as Director of Safety for 
Wayne County and is a member of Wayne County 
Community College Board of Trustees. He is mar- 
ried to a former Wayne-Westland Schools Board of 
Education member and current Westland City 
Council member Sharon Scott. Scott, who had 
three daughters graduate from John Glenn High 
School, said he became involved in the millage 
campaign because of, “the changes in funding for 
school districts and the shortage of funding for 
this school year for our school district. I am also 
greatly concerned with the long distances stu- 
dents have to walk because there isn’t any busing 
available to secondary students.” 

Winter and Thomas said they do not plan to ask 
for another millage this year if the Oct. 18 request 
fails. 

“It’s a one time shot as far as I’m concerned,” 
Winter said
